Beaten back into their corner with two out 
in the last half of the ninth inning, two runs 
needed to tie, and their own adherents flock- 
ing out of the arena by the hundreds, the 
White Sox rallied and won the opening game 
of their series with the Cubs for the cham- 
plonship of Chicago, after being hopelessly 
baffied for inning after inning by the mag- 
nificent defense of Chance’s veteran ma- 
chine. The score was 4 to 8. : 

In that desperate, fighting finish, which 
turned almost certain defeat into sudden 
vietory and worked to a frenzy Of joy and 
rage a crowd of over 22,000 people, the fina) 
telling shots were fired by two young men 


who were not even announced to take part 


in the battle. One of them was an eleventh 
hour selection to fill a position new to him un- 
til this year, and the other a youngster only 
three months out of the bushes. 

It was Rollie Zeider, shunted from job to 
Job and back to the bench all season, whom 
Dame Fortune selected to stand in the 
farthest end of the last ditch, and it was 
Zeider who turned back the tide of defeat 
with a base hit that tied the score. Then 
it was Ralph Kreitz, recruit catcher from a 
class B team, and wholly unknown to fame. 
to whose lot it fell to drive in the winning 
run and complete the upset. 


Cubs Fined for Wrangling. 

The contest, otherwise so thrilling, was 
marred during the final rally by a wrangle 
which resulted in the fining of eight Cubs $25 
apiece. 

Every man on the Cub team was willing to 
take oath on the tomb of his earliest ancestor 
that Brown had Zeider struck out before he 
made hig breadwinning hit. and that Umpire 
O’Loughlin missed the strike. Every player 
who wore White Sox was equally certain that 
the ball was not even close to a strike. and 
Umpire O'Loughlin, who made the decision. 
asserted that the ball went wide of the plate. 

Not until the next ball had been pitched and 
the game tied up did Chance’s men explode 
however. Then they rushed at O' Loughlin 
like a herd of mad bulls anc completely sur- 
rounded him. For many minutes they wasted 
words and breath telling the arbitrator whai 
they thought of him at $25 a thought. 

That explosion was preceded by one of the 
most intense, nerve racking moments ever ex- 
perienced by ball player or fan. Into the last 
half of the ninth inning the game went with 
the score 8 to 1 tn favor of the Cubs, and it 
looked all over. One man went out and the 
reet looked easy. Ping Bodie, fence buster. 
who had been like clay in the hands of 
Sculptor Brown all day, ballooned a hit to 
center field. Artie Hofman lost sight of it 
for an Instant against the dark background 
of the stand, and when he did locate it, could 
not get in far enough to cateh it, giving Bodie 
a hit. Callahan was next and pulled a safe 
drive into left field, and the Sox rooters who 
had started for home paused in their retreat. 


Tannehill Fails in Pinch. 

‘Tannehill, to vhom had fallen the toughest 
kind of luck, because one wild throw which 
wrecked a brilliant play had tossed away 
the game, came next to bat and had within 
reach the opportunity to redeem himself 
many times over with a hit long enough to 
score the two runners. Tannehill’s best was 
a sharp bounder, which was greedily eaten 
up by Evers, and then there were two out, 
with runners on second and third end the 
Cubs still two runs to the good.

MALNUTRITION IS CAUSE.

nent in every social activity, Miss Dorothy 


Martyn died yesterday morning at St. Luke's 
hospital Her father, E. J. Martin, an official 
of Armour & Co., died yearsago In 1900 her 
mother died and a little later her grandmoth- 
er died. Since then she has maintained no 
permanent residence. 

Ignorant of the death, knowing only of a 
serious illness, her sister, Mrs. Hazel Mar- 
tyn Trudeau Lavery, wife of the British court 
painter, was helplessly hoping and praying 
several hundred miles out at sea. The race 
against death began four days ago when a 
cablegram was sent to England. Mrs. La- 
very's boat is due in New York today. 

The last two years and a half has been 
marked with a succession of misfortunes for 
Miss Martyn. She went abroad with her 
mother and sister for an extended stay, large- 
ly to continue the study of literature for 
which she had a marked talent. The sister,

Breaks Down in Europe. 

Soon atter their arrival in Europe Miss 
Martyn was taken ill. It gvas about then 
that young society girls were in the midst 
of a period of fasting, both for the sake of 
health and comliness. 


It was said at the time that Miss Martyn 


| Was among those who were fasting. How- 


ever it was emphatically denied that fast- 
ing had contributed at all to her illness. 

During the European tour Miss Martyn 
broke down completely, and for weeks was 
in a dangerous condition. Before she had 
recovered her mother died from an operation 
for appendicitis. Then Mrs. Trudeau married 
John Lavery, one of the leading artists of 
Europe, and eventually Miss Martyn re- 
turned to live with her grandmother, Mrs. 
Taggart, in Chicago. The death of Mrs. Tag- 
gart came soon afterward, and Miss Martyn 
has since spent most of her time with the 
Laverys in London and Algiers. 


Health Fails Again. 

She came to Caicago during ine summer to 
visit friends, among them Mrs. J. L. Hough- 
teling of Winnetka. A month ago her health 
failed again—she was then in an anemic 
condition—and she was hurried to the hos- 
pital. It was only four days ago that 
her condition was seen to be serious and a 
cablegram was sent to Mrs. Lavery, who 
sailed immediately. -Death was due, the 
physicians announced, to mal-nutrition.

Catholic churches of America in the sider 
future may find themselves divested of one 
of their oldest institutions and principal 
sources of revenue. Dispatches from St. 
Louls last night announced Mgr. Diomede 
Falconio, the apostolic delegate at Washing- 
ton, had sent a letter to the Catholic clergy 
in that city forbidding the asking of contri- 
| butions at the doors of churches or charging 
a fee for seats. 

The letter is said to have been Inspired by 
Pope Pius. Simflar letters, {t was asserted, 
are on the way to diocesan heads in Chicago 
and other Catholic centers in America. 

Father D. 8. Phelan, editor of the Western 
Watchman, received the first copy of the 
letter in St. Louis. Reference to complaints 
| in 1908 indicates the edict has come after 
years of investigation of the practices which 
| the papal delegate speaks of as bringing 
| scandal to both Catholics and non-Catho- 
lies.“ Cardinal Jerome Mary Goitl, prefect 
of the propaganda at Rome, instigated the 
investigation.

By the terms of the Falconio edict the 
clergy is directed to arrange for the collec- 
tion of their revenues in some manner less 
objectionable than the fee taking custom.

Edict Issued by Falconio. 

The official letter as quoted is in part as 
follows: 

Since there is here a question of a prac- 
tice really reprehensible and already con- 
demned, which might easily be spread and 
thus give still greater scandal to Catholics 
and non-Catholics alike, I have deemed it my 
duty to make it the subject of a circular 
letter. As recently eas May 22. 1908. his em- 
inence, the cardinal prefect of the propo- 
ganda, having received complaints, directed 
me to take measures to prevent the repetition 
of abuses of this kind I request you 
to command all rectors of churches in your 
diocese to discontinue these practices, if 
they have been introduced and by no means 
to permit them to be established, if they do 
not already est.

REBEL VICTORIES 
FORECAST FALL OF 
CHINESE DYNASTY 


New Cities Taken by Revolu- 
flonanles, Who Prepare 
| lor Big Battle. 


RUMOR TELLS OF REPUBLIC 


Peking in Panic; Cabinet Admits 
Uncertainty of- the Govern- 
ment’s Chances. 


JAPAN EXPECTED TO INTERVENE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKING, Oct. 1s.—Reports from the south- 
ern provinces, where the anti-Manchu up- 
rising is in force, indicate that the rebels 
are gaining fresh points of vantage hourly. 
Already the rebellion has spread beyond the 
power of the government to forecast ite 
suppression with anything less than a long 
war and there is no certainty that even this 
will result in a victory for the ruling dy- 
nasty. 

I-Chang and Yochow- Fu, south of the 
Yangtse river. have fallen into the hands 
of the rebels and Chun-King is in danger 
of capture. The members of the Imperial 
cabinet admit that the garrisons at Paoting- 
Fu, in the province of Chi-Li, seventy miles 
from Peking, at Tien Tsin and even in 
Peking itself, are honeycombed with rebel- 
lion. 

The Peking authorities are in a panic, 
Eight additional trainloads of treops were 
sent south today. Scarcely had they depart- 
ed when word came from Hankow that the 
rebels had commandeered trains and started 
an expedition to meet the impertal soldiers. 
A great battle is expected within a day or 
two when these opposing bodies of trcops 
meet. How many of the imperial] soldiers 
will remam loyal under fire is a question, 
and the government fears that many of its 
men may Cesert to the rebels at * first op- 
portunity. 

Other Troops Ready to Rebel. 

It is also reported thai «a thousand Woops 
in the province of Honan, adjoining the die- 
affected province of Hupeh, are ready to re- 
volt. Chang Piao, commander in chief of 
the imperial forces in Hupeh, was wounded 
yesterday and has taken refuge in the Jap- 
anese concession at Hankow. 

Reports from the city of Hankow are most 
discouraging to the government. Foreign 
bluejackets from the warships assembled 
in the river have landed to protect the Ameri- 
can, European, and Japanese concessions in 
the city. The revolutionaries have informed 
the foreign consuls that they will respect 
the existing treaties, loans, and indemnities. 

The rebels have been unable to maintain 
order and business has been completely sus- 
pended at Hankow, Han- Tang. and Wu- 
Chang. The working classe are out of em- 
ployment and are attempting to plunder. 
Fully 500,000 persons have fied to the coun- 
try side. : 

The uprising is assuming its most serious 
proportions in the provinces of Hupeh and 
Szechuen. The rebels, in capturing Han- 
kow. Wuchang. and Han-Yang. have 
gained possession of several government ar- 
senals a mint and large supply depots, and 
at Hankow they are reported to have applied 
the torch to the native city. The govern- 
ment banks. rallway depots, and telephone 
and telegraph stations are said to have been 
burned. 
New Republic Proclaimed. 

A well defined rumor tonight says that a 
republic has deen declared at Wuchang 
and that the revolutionary leader at Hankow 
has informed the foreign consuls there that a 
new government has been established. 

All reports agree that the revolutioniste’ 
organization appears to be well perfected 
and that strict orders have been issued by 
the leaders that no foreigners shall be mo- 
lested. To make sure of the safety of out- 
landers in the affected district, however, a 
fleet of foreign warships under command of 
the Japanese admiral] as ranking officer, has 
gathered off Hankow, and many of the women 
and children in the foreign settlements have 
been received aboard the ships. 

That Japan may soon take an active hend 
if the Chinese government fails to quash 
the revolt is a strong possibility, especially 
as Peking might ask for outside help, and 
Japan would de the power that could land 
the necessary troops, 50.000 men at least, in 
the shortest time. There is much specula- 
tion, though, as to which side Japan would 
take, as its trade interests would be helped 
more by siding with the revolutionists than 
with the imperial government. 

The desertion of thousands of soldiers of 
the Chinese army to the rebel standards 
is taken as one of the strongest Indications 
of the widespread feeling against the Manchu 
dynasty, and there are hints of further up- 
risings in cities as vet quiescent 


Tokio Interested in Situation, 

TOKIO, Oct. 13.—There is great interest 
and much comment here on the uprising in 
south China against the Manchu dynasty. 
It is recalie@ that as long ago as last June 
the Japanesé war office expressed the opinion 
that the situation In the Flowery Kingdom 
looked serious for the Manchus, and the 
trouble at Hankow and in Szechuen confirms 
the correctness of this view. 

Speculation now centers on what Japan 
should do tn case the Peking government in- 
vites her to interfere and put down the up- 
rising. It is known that at least 30,000 troops 
would be required to do this, and none of the 
other powers would be able to lard such a 
large body of men In the Chinese empire with- 
in @ reasonable time. 

It ts admitted, however, that if Japan 
should agree to interfere she would alienate 
south China, which is her best market. le is 
thought, therefore, that in the final settle- 
ment of the troubles in south China, the 
mikado's government wil! favor the demands 
of the present revolutionaries.

Denver, Colo., Oct. 13.—[{Special.]—Dr. Sun 
Mun, or Sun Yat Sen, as the local Chinese say 
his name is, spent twenty-four hours in Den- 
ver this week, arriving Tuesday night and 
les ving secretly Wednesday night, supposed- 
ly for New York or Washington. 

Whilé here he was hailed by the Gee Gong 
Jung tong, a secret society, which he rep- 
resents, as the future president of the Chinese 
republic. The news that San Francisco mem- 
bere of the society, which is promulgating the 
revolutionary propaganda, had selected him 
as president of the future republic was not 
made known till today, though members of 
this tong were aware of the fact. 5 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen delivered a lecture Wednes- 
day night. ‘“‘Compatriots;*.said he, the 
time has come for the people of China to rise 
against the imperial government. It is or- 
dained that the emperor be driven from the 
throne or killed. I am traveling in the United 
States seeking from Chinese lovers of free- 
dom the money needed to purchase the arms 
and ammunition to equip our people.“ 

More than $500 was contributed by the Den- 
ver Chinese The doetor signs his name Sun 
Mun, but is also called Sun Yat Sen. Tne 
Chinese say the names mean the same and 
that neither is an alias. He is 44 vears old 
and has been an antagonist of the Manchu 
dynasty for twenty years. He was born in 
Heiang-Shan, but was educated in Honolulu 
and claims to be an American citizen. It was 
be who formed the Gee Gong Jung tong, or 
revolutionary society, in 1896. The Chinese 
government has offered a reward of 880. 000 
for his head. 


Case Sent from San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 13.—Fearing that 
the present anti-Manchu risihg in China may 
develop into an anti-foreign movement, the 
Sui Nin Hok Sher, the young China associa- 
tion in the United States, is preparing to 
petition Washington to instruct all Amer- 
ican officials in China to see that missionaries 
and other Americans there maintain absolute 
neutrality. — 

A donation of $20,000 to aid the revolution 
was forwarded from this city last night to 
Hankow.

‘DEATH TAKES NOTED MORMON; 
JOHN HENRY SMITH EXPIRES. 


Second Counselor, Member of First 
Presidency of Church, Leaves Two 
Widows and Fifteen Children. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Oct. 13.—John Henry 
Smith, a member of the first presidency of 
the Mormon church, second counselor to the 
president, Joseph Smith, died here today, 
aged & years. ; 

He retired in his usual health last night 
and about midnight was seized with a hemor- 
rhage of the lungs, dying thirty minutes 
later. He left two widows, fifteen children,

New Army of China. 

As an army officer he naturally was inter- 
ested in what is taking place in China in the 
reorganization of the national forces. In this 
respect Chink has made more progress than 
inany other field. Her new army is significant 
in two respects; for the first time in modern 
history she has an army equipped with mod- 
ern weapons, chiefly of Chinese manufac- 
ture. For ages China looked down upon the 
man of arms. Her so-called army was offi- 
cered by the successful survivors of competi- 
tive examinations. The officer must need be 
aman of muscle. Tests of strength and skill 
were arranged. Successful candidates were 
given degrees—first, military B. A.'s; seo- 
ond, military M. A.’s; third, military. LL. 
D.’s. Candidates must be proficient in arch- 
ery and swordsmanship and be able to itt 
heavy weights. 

The number of graduates was fixed for each 
province. In the whole empire there were 
068 military B. A.“ s and 148 military LL. D. s. 
From the successful candidates military o- 
cers were drawn. Naturaly they could have 
but little knowledge of letters, still less of 
modern tactics. gunnery, engineering, and 
fortification. 

In warfare, as in other flelds of endeavor, 
China was last of all the great nations to 
break with the old. Perhaps skili in archery 
would have remained a distinguishing fea-4 
ture of a gentleman had not China found thet 
her integrity demanded something better. 
Since the most remote times archery has 
been practiced by the Chin@se. And it was 
distinctively a gentleman's profession. 


Competition in Archery. 

In the competitive examination a candi- 
date underwent three technical tasks: shoot- 
ing with the bow from horse; shooting with 
the bow afoot. and three gymnastic exercises 
—bending the bow, brandishing a peculiar 
iron halberd and lifting a heavy weight. 

Bows were classified according to their 
“ strength or pulling power, the unit being 
the power required to lift ten catties about 
thirteen pounds. The horse bow had three 
units of strength. The target was a triang- 
ular ball placed in the ground. Quivers were 
of leather, to hold the arrows when riding 
Taking the bow and arrow in his left hand 
and having two additional arrows in his 
quiver the candidate put his horse toa gallop 
turned a curve and at full gallop shot at these 
targets.

Forest Park yesterday put into operation e 
scheme for levying tribute on Chicago. The 
scheme is part of a plan to get even with 
Chicago for the refusal of Mayor Harrison 
and the council to aid the suburb in its fight 
with the County Railways company for a 5 
cent fare. 

The scheme, a sim le one, consisted in ar- 
resting drivers of all vehicles from Chicago 
which were not decorated with license tags. 
The licenses are required under an ordinance 
which the town board passed a short time ago. 

The tax is from A on a one horse vehicle 
to $30 on a motor truck. Altogether thircy~- 
ene drivers were taken into custody. Most 
of them were employés of big downtown 
stores and brewing and packing companies. 

None of the drivers took out licenses. They 
potifled their employers, who put up ball for 
their release. It was then announced that 
the employers of the arrested men intended 
to stand pat until the highest court in the 
country had said that the Forest Park tax 
was a legal one.

Aug. 7, 1911—Dorothy Wilson fell forty feet 
from the third floor of a building and died 
within a short time later. 

Oct, 12, 1011—Charlee WUson died from 
strangulation. 

The last little boy had been given a worn 
out golf ball and had removed its cover. On 
Thursday, while his hands were employed 
elsewhere, he put the, ball in his mouth. In 
some way its dropped back into his throat and 
became lodged there. 


Efforts to Extract Ball Fail.

‘While they were still try- 
ing to reach it the boy expired.

“ I would be a fool to att around there 
for nothing with all that Lorimer money 
around.” Blair said he had no such conver 
sation.

THRONE IS PRIZE 


Manuel and Dom Miguel to 


Run for King if Royal- 
ists Win. 


U. 8. GIRL MAY BE QUEEN. 


Rumor of Fight in Which Portu- 
guese Monarchists Were 
Heavy Losers. 


LISBON, Oct. 18.—It has been discovered 
that a secret arrangement exists between for- 


mer King Manuel and the pretender to the 


throne, Dom Miguel of Braganza whereby 
if the monarchists are victorious general elec- 
tiong shall be held to decide whether Manuel 
or Dom Miguel shall be king. 

If Manuel is chosen the decree banishing 
Dom Miguel's family will be revoked and his 
entire family will return to Portugal as royal 
princes and receive an aggregute of $100,000 
annually. 

Moreover, in case of the death of Manuel. 
it has been agreed that the eldest son of Dom 
Miguel, Prince Migue§ of Braganza, who 
married Anita Stewart of New York, shall 
succeed to the throne. Manuel's uncle, the 
Duke of Oporto, is childless. A further pro- 
vision is that if Dom Miguel! ts elected king 
a heavy indemnity shall be paid Manuel. 


Rumors of Big Fight.

CANADA GREETS NEW CHIEF 


Royal Welcome to Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. 


SALUTE OF 21 GUNS FIRED. 


Unele of British King Installed as the 
Governor General. 


Quebec, Oct. Id. — The Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught. who are to preside over 
Rideau hall, at Ottawa. as reprersenta- 
tives of King George for the next feW years, 
arrived here last evening and landed this 
morning. Their reception was such as might 
be expected from loyal Canadians to mem- 
bers of the royal household. The streets 
were gayly decorated, and everywhere was 
manifested the liveliest Interest in the re- 
ception to the new governor general, 

His royal highness was received by the 
deputy governor general, the members, of 
the dominion cabinet, the inspector general 
of militia, the director of the navel service, 
the Meutenant governor of the province of 
Quebec, the prime minister of the province, 
and the members of the provincial cabinet. 


Greeted with Hearty Cheers. 

On landing the duke was greeted with 
enthusiastic cheers and a salute of twenty- 
one guns. ‘ 

Actual ceremonies of installation took 
place in the legislative council room. On 
the entrance of their royal highneases and 
suite and retinue the assembly rose. The

duke had no sooner seated himself than he 
rose again, and Mrs. Borden came forward 
and presented the duchess with a bouquet. 


Praises the Canadian People. 

The duke was formally sworn in, and upon 
taking his seat a royal salute of twenty one 
guns was fired, announcing the installation 
of the new governor general. *

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 13.— After two days 
of court session in the trial of James B. Mc- | 
Namara for the murder of Charles J. Hag- 
gerty, a victim of the Los Angeles Times 
explosion and fire on Oct. 1, 1910, no juror 
had been selected even tentatively tonight, 
and no decision had been reached as to the 
eligibility of Z. T. Nelson, the first talesman 
examined. 

The record, as read by Attorney Joseph 
Scott of counsel for the defense, quoted Nel- 
eon as saying he had an opinion concerning 
McNamara's guilt or innocence; bad held 
such opinion for about four montha, and that 
it would take strong evidence to dislodge it. 


Bias of Talesman Challenged. 

Clarence S. Darrow, chief of counsel for the 
defense, argued against accepting Nelson as 
@ juror after Nelson had been challenged on 
grounds of bias. 

No section of the criminal code can change 
a man's constitutional rights. Mr. Darrow 
sald. “ A defendant must be tried by a jury, 
not by a ratification meeting. Never before 
bave I seen an officer of the state asking the 
defense to take a furor who has sworn that he 
has held an opinion for months as to the de- 
fendant’s guilt or innocence and that it would 
take strong evidence to remove that opinion.” 


Horton Cites Criminal Code. 
Attorney Horton, for the state, argued that 
the rights of the state must be preserved as 


ecrupulousliy as those of the cefendant, and, 
further, that the criminal code made express 
provision for jury service for a man of Nel-

But 
every year she and her husband run down to 
ormandy to a quiet spot where they attend 
church, grow vegetables, fish. and mingle with 
their simple neighbors. ‘“ Vados ig an invet- 
erate and inclusive neighbor. She laughs not at 
the world but with it, or she sighs with it, as 
circumstances demand. It is as easy for her 
to be simple as it is for her to be complex. 
The result is a charming book, deep veined 
with understanding—the sort of a book that 
will be enjoyed by the innumerable company 
who have loved “ Abbé Constantin.” 

The author would scorn to point a moral, but 
she has implied one. And the moral is that if 
you tte really charming yourself any neigh- 


~borhood that you may choose for a residence 


will prove charming, too. There is a sort of 
violent and distressful democracy preached by 
certain grave folk which has the effect of 
bringing out every drop of aristocracy in one’s 
blood; but when “ Vados’’ chronicles her gay 
and humorous manner of neighborly Hving the 
least responsive of us must feel the high sense 
or such kindliness and sociability of spirit.

(Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) is the half humor- 
ous, half complaining confession of a gentle- 
woman who finds herself divested of authority 
by her children, and who is swathed about 
with a surplus of care and consideration. She 
canmot go where she pleases, nor do what she 
wishes. She is so saved from overexertion, so 
deferred to and sheltered, that her personality 
perisie® like a,plant in the shade, and her 
self-love is much hurt by this complaisant de- 
votion on the part of her children. 

It is a sympathetic. domestic sort of a book, 
and will be read with amusement and under- 
standing by thousands of quite capable women 
whom the younger generation has elected to 
put too soon on the shelf. The text of the 
book has been supplied by Margaret Deland:

Randall Parrish's latest novel, “MY LADY 
OF DOUBT.” is before me—the fourteenth 
book that Mr. Parrish has written within the 
last ten years. Mr. Parrish used to be a trav- 
eling salesman, I believe. But he was a 
traveling salesman with a distf{nct talent that 
lay outside the line of his work. He wanted 
to write stories; perhaps, too, he preferred 
a library to the smoking compartment of a 
Pullman. However that may be, he started 
in writing stirring historic tales at the time 
when the historical novel was supposed to be 
on the decline. When the veterans in that 
line of work were giving over the telling of 
such stories he started in and has held to it 
with honest zest. Other men may not be able 
to sell such material. but Mr. Parrish has half 


a million readers and cares nothing as to what 


critics may say about the historical novel 
being out of fashion. 

As Mr. Parrish is a man of vigorous mental 
powers and much application, his work has 
steadily improved. Always simple and direct, 
with plenty .of invention, he has grown in 
the grace of agreeable character portrayal and 
dramatic power. True, he builds rather than 
writes a novel, but the afrchitecture—in the 
present case old colonial in fashion—is con- 
sistent and durable. The present story deals 
with a Maryland soldier of the American revo- 
lution. 

The heroine is the daughter of 4 loyalist 
family, whose fealty is secretly given to the 
American forces and who serves them effec- 
tively. There are such things as underground 


Dascam’s The Soul of Marguerita,“ insomuch 
as the heorine is brought up by a system which 
makes her lovelier and stranger than any of the 
daughters of men, but which goes to pieces 
under stress of circumstances, and concludes 
with the time honored compromises. 

Anthea Roden is the adoptive daughter of a 
physician and man of speculative science who 
believes that education and premature responsi- 
bility are destroying the femininity of women, 
and directly impairing the vigor and beauty of 
the race. He therefore keeps Anthea in com- 
plete ignorance of her letters, permits her to 
run wild in hours of recreation, and instructs 
ber in the joy and value of loving service to 
others. She develops into an impulsive, abound- 
ing woman of great physical beauty, who looks 
at everything with fresh and eager eyes. She 
is married by her guardian to a fine young man 
who has been selected as a specimen rather 
than as a mate, and flees from him immediate- 
after the wedding, declaring her preference for 
another man. He is not innocent nor happy, 
but his charm and weariness have fascinated 
her. These two—one overinstrueted and the 
other divinely ignorant—are indeed true mates, 
but they do not get together until the painful 
course of events has sufficiently punished them 
for expecting such a luxury as contentment. 
All ends well at last—at least it ends well for 
the lovers. That others have been submerged 
appears to be an unavoidable misfortune. 

It is not as a tale only that the book makes 
an appeal, however. The utterances of Dr. 
Roden concerning the ambitions of modern 
women and the limitations which nature sets, 
as well as the exquisite privileges of woman- 
hood, make good reading. True, the scientist 
discourses of the ideal rather more than the 
actual, and were we present and inclined to 
argue it might be pointed out to him that 
women are not as they are from inclination 
merely, but that it is necessity that drives 
them to become “industrial factors.” 

He hopes, however, to reach yet deeper than 
that and to teach them how to avoid the com- 
fortless independence—from his point ot view 
—of their lonely lives. It is the book of a 
brilliant reactionary—or at least of a novelist 
with the ability to create a character of 
strong reactionary ideas, and its originality 
and competence mark it as one of the dis- 
tinguished books of the year, *

“WHERE THE SHAMROCK GROWS,” by 
George H. Jessop, is a romantic story of an 
impoverished Irish girl of high birth and her 
friends. It's a pleasing book of a recogniz- 
able type, with some lovable and some very 
despicable characters in it. As one reads it 
one reflects upon the increased interest of life 
in a world where there are villains, and is 
almost forced to regret the tepidity of one’s 
acquaintances. No conspiracies, no deceits, no 
fraud, no murder! It’s a dull life we lead 
who are surrounded only by the well inten- 
tioned. If it were not for the novels what 
would we do for the spice of life? Mr. Jessop 
introduces us to a villain or two worth the 
knowing.

The early poems of Lord Alfred Douglas ap- 
pear in their edition from the John Lane com- 
pany with the title of “THE CITY OF THE 
SOUL.”

The true 
poetic line is here—the_ facile, emotional line, 
indicating fervor such as impelled Oscar Wilde 
and Alfred Tennyson to set their thoughts to 
measured and finished English. One might 
have looked to find sheer estheticism in these 
poems, so closely was Lord Alfred Douglas 
identified with that small renascence of the 
latter Victorian era, but there is much more 
than that in many of them. There is a 
passion of the greatest beauty, a palpitating 
sense of the glory of life, and a wistfulness 
toward religion which are expressed with love- 
liness and«sincerity. 
but it holds many undeniable beauties. - 

It is now several years since H. A. Mitchell 
Keays became a writer with whom to reck. 
Her story in defense of divorce, He That Hat- 
est Bread With Me” attracted, in spite of cer- 
tain erudities, much attention. It was earnest 
and intense. Since that time the crudities have 

appeared and the earnestness has been miti- 
gated by an increase of wit and charm, and by 
added boldness in character delineation. “ THE 
MARRIAGE PORTION,” her latest novel 
(Small, Maynard & Co.) is the story of a col- 
iege town and of the faculty group. It is a tale 
of almost startiing candor, the aim of the 
author being, obviously, to escape from the 
accent of semi-juvenilia which shrilletyrough 
most American fiction.

Methodists for Women’s Rights. 
BY THE REV. DR. W. B NORTON. 


ORONTO, Ont, Oct. 13,—[Special.]— 

Women's right to vote, to preach, and 

to occupy any office or position in the 

church or state for which she is fitted 

was advocated today by the eleven 
women délegates at the Methodist Ecumenical 
conference. 

It is the first time in the history of the 
Ecumenical conferences that women have been 
delegates. The afternoon program was given 
over to them. Miss Lena Wallis, Lincoln, 
England, was one of the outspoken cham- 
pions of women suffrage. 

“I noticed,” Miss Wallis said, “in one of 
the recent debates @ delegate made a con- 
temptuous reference to women’s suffrage and 
other delegates applauded. They ought to have 
known better. What has driven the best 
women in England into politics? It is the 
law of necessity and the call of God. 

“The laws of England allow a woman to 
sell her body while she is but a child, but 
she cannot sell a foot of land until she is 21. 
The atrocities and the high death rate among 
the children of the working classes are 


among the things that have driven us into 


politics. We have found that through legis- 
lation Is the.quickest way to find a remedy. 
We are knocking at the door of the house of 
commons and will not cease to knock until we 
shall find redress.” ¢ *

“It has been often said that the hand that 
rocks the cradle rules the world,” said Mrs. 
Catherine Lente Stevenson of Boston, “but 
we can't always keep our babies in the cradle. 
My youngest granddaughter is 7 years old 


and out of the cradle. Many women are denied 


the privilege of motherhod. Why should we 


be asked to continue rocking the cradle when 
there are no babies in it?

The nervous organization of women has been 
urged against them. There are men of nerv- 
ous organization who are efficient when once 
they learn self-control and self-control can 
be cultivated. Women are tactful and have a 
keen and quick insight. These are elements 
needed in propagating the work of the church, 
but women cannot heartily throw themselves 
into the work unti] the men will receive 
them.“

AGAINST CHICAGO SALOON LAW 


Corporation Counsel Sexton Filed 


Brief—City May Become a Party 
Defendant to Defend Ordinance, 


Springfield, th, Oct. 14—[Special.]—The 
validity of the Harkin saloon ordinance, an 
issue affecting the ownership of every saloon 
in Chicago, is involved in a sult now on trial 
in the Supreme court. William H. Sexton, 
corporation counsel of Chicago, filed a brief 
today when the hearing came up asking that 
the city of Chicago be made a party defend- 
ant with Martin Malinowski, a Chicago sa- 
loonkeeper. 

In February. 1908. Thomas Bartkowick sold 
bis saloon in Chicago to Malinowski witb the 
understanding that the license right should 
revert to bim at the end of three years. At 
the end of that time Malinowski declined to 
sign the license over to Bartkowick, and. 
because of the city ordinance limiting the 
number of saloons, thé latter was unabie to 
again to embark in business. The Superior 
court of Cook county found in favor of Bart- 
kowick, and the case was brought on appeal 
to the Supreme court. 

Mr. Sexton asked leave to make the city a 
Gefendant because the validity of the city 
ordinance is an issue in the case. He con- 
tended that the city bad an interest in the 
outcome of the proceedings. Attorneys for 
Bartkowick denied the city’s interest. stating 
that their only purpose was to enforce the 
contract between their client and Malinow- 
ski. 

The court decided to hear Mr. Sexton's 
motion and he was permitted to file briefs 
in support of his contention, together with 
authorities sustaining his position. The 
city’s interest in the outcome of the litiga- 
tion will therefore be considered when the 
case is taken under advisement.

The action of California will do more to 
help on the equal suffrage movement than 
that of any of the states which have pre- 
ceded it. It is the deliberate verdict of a 
commonwealth where the average of in- 
telligence and good citizenship is high. Cai- 

Afornia is fortunate in that it has a large 
number of small and prosperous land own- 
(ors. They are men of education, drawn 
to California by its climate and its oppor- 
tunities from New England and the middle 
states. They are men with families, and 
it is from their knowledge of the women 
of their households that they have reached 
the conclusion that women can be trusted 
with the ballot. . 

California is by far the most populous of 
the six equal suffrage states. We shall 
dave a better opportunity now to see to 

what extent women will use the ballot and 

what use they will make of it.

Conservationists and believers in the im- 
provement of navigable waterways are look- 
ing upon the deep waterway convention 
with feelings of mingled hope and appre- 
hension. They hope that constructive’sug- 
gestions will be forthcoming from its de- 
liberations, They fear another such politi- 
cal outburst as discredited last year’s 
meeting. 

It is perfectly correct for the convention 
to call upon congress for any undertaking, 
however large. It is also within the privi-

HONDURAS AND NICARAGUA.

find profitable investments abroad for 
American capital and to expand Ameri- 
can trade. All the chancelleries of Hurope 
are busied with that kind of diplomacy, 
and why should not the American state 
department play the game? And when 
“dollar diplomacy” comes as the hand- 
maid of peace, to cure the ills of distracted 
American republics, ‘those who usually find 
fault with it ought for once to waive their 
objections. , 

It is primarily as a friend of peace.that 
President Taft defends the Nicaraguan and 
Honduran treaties now beforegthe senate. 
Those treaties would do for the two coun- 
tries what a similar arrangement has done 
for Santo Domingo. There would be no 
more revolutions because the custom houses 
which revolutionary leaders begin by seiz- 
ing to provide themselves with funds would 
be in charge of Americans who would be 
protected by their government in the per- 
formance of their duties. | 

It is said that the American bankers who 
offer to refund the Honduran and Niea- 
raguan debts and make further loans would 
drive a profitable bargain. That may be 
taken for granted, but it is hardly a suffi- 
cient reason for rejecting treaties which 
would pacify and develop Honduras—the 
“common camping ground for the revolu- 
tionists of the Central American republics ” 
—and Nicaragua, exhausted and bankrupt 
from its recent revolution. 

There are foreign bankers who would be 
pleased to finance the two republics. But 
why not give the preference to Americans? 
Trade follows the investment of capital. 
If Buropean capital were invested in the 
two republics trade would go to Durope 
which if the treaties were ratified would 
go to the United States. 

We are told that we must beware of “ en- 
tangling alliances.” These treaties would 
enable us to escape the complications which 
might grow out of attempts of European 
governments to collect by force damages 
for losses sustained by their subjects dur- 
ing some revolution. As the foreign bond 
holders would be taken care of their gov- 
ernments would have no excuse for inter 
vening on their behalt. And if the treaties 
are ratified American gunboats would not 
be continually scurrying to Central Amer- 
ican ports to protect American citizens and 
interests. 

The reasons which the president gave at 
the close of his address for the ratification 
of the tréaties are more than adequate, 
Said he: We do not guarantee the pay- 
ment of the loans; we simply accept the re- 
sponsibility of selecting the class of persons 
to be appointed receivers of taxes, and we 
undertake to protect those receivers in the 
discharge of their duties. It happens that 
this attitude, without further action on our 
part, enables those countries to make loans 
on reasonable terms. Now, gentlemen, is it 
not a good neighborly action for us to allow 
ourselves to become involved to this slight 
extent in order to help these struggling sis- 
ter republics? Is it not prudent to put those 
who are certain to be our good customers in 
a condition where they can increase their 
business and increase our trade? Is there 
not an obligation higher than any of these 
to prevent the recurrence of wars which 
have deluged with blood that beautiful part 
of the world and have caused untold misery 
and unbappiness to hundreds of thon-ends 
‘of God's creatures?

‘ INSOMNIA. 

HIS department receives letters about 
insomnia every day. Certainly 
many people are not sleeping well. 
To these letters we sometimes reply 
telling of this or that thing which ean 

be done. Then there follows a series of 
lettprs from people recommending pro- 
cedures- Therefore let us make our views 
plain and emphatic. 

| Insomnia is a condition of mind. When 
the brain works too hard, the man wakes. 
He cannot go to sleep again until he has got 
his trolley off the wire. The thinking may 
be cool, judgmatical weighing of probabili- 
tles: it may be imagination producing poems, 
ideas, or inventions. (The best thinking can 
be done in the night hours.) Or it may be 
worry with its 5 per cent of efficiency and 
95 per cent of waste, worse than railroad 
waste or most any other kind, for the most 
foolish of thinking can be done during night 
hours. 

Tue point is, it ts thinking that does ft. 
ad ae the thinking is good or bad is a de- 
tail. 

There is no remedy except mentain tra in- 
ing. A man must either train himself to 
loosen his mental tension before and while 
he sleeps or pay the consequences, 


How he is to train himetlt is another mat- 
ter. But it must be done. Physical work, 
hot baths, and things of that character are 
better than sulphonal and bromides. Never- 
theless, they are in the same category, They 
do not take care of the root of the difficulty, 
which is wrong mental methods, taking your 
work or your worry to bed with you. 

A man who has done hard, muscular labor 
and who worries will have his brain par- 
alyzed by the chemicals of muscular fatigue 
for, say, six hours, but then brain concentra- 
tion gets the upper hand, and he wakes up. 

In insomnia there is no permanent short 
cut. You must make your brain join the 
union and keep the working hours of the 
brain workers’ union, otherwise you will go 
on the scrap heap before your time. And 
finally your death certificate may read any 
one of a dozen ways.

KEEPING WARM PROBLEM. 

L. W. L. writes, Can out of doors sleep- 
ing and living in cold rooms be carried to 
such an extent that the body cannot supply 
sufficient heat?“ 


REPLY. 

Sleeping and living out of doors does not inter- 
fere with the heat producing functions of the body. 
If anything, these are stimulated. The problem 
of keeping warm while outdoors or sleeping out- 
side resolves itself into one of muscular activity 
during the day and sufficient covering during the 
night. The body will produce more heat when 
sleeping out in the cold, well covered, than it will 
in an overheated room indoors.

EXPERTS AND THEORIZERS. 


W. A. B. writes: England passed a com- 
pulsory vaccination act in 1853, insuring the 
vaccination of 98 per cent of all children 
born. Nevertheless, twenty years after- 
wards the country suffered the worst epi- 
demic in its history, in which 8,000 vaccinated 
children under 5 years of age died of small- 
pox.” 

REPLY. 

It is unsafe to draw any conclusion from er- 
periences of thirty-eight years ago. I know of 
no health officer en: where in the world, charged 
with the responsibility of preventing smallpox, 
who does not use vaccination. These men have 
had large experience. 1 do not believe that any 
one would besitate to give their opinion greater 
value than the opinions of man who, 80 far as this 
proposition is concerned, are merely speculators 
and theorizers. *

H. W. W. writes: Does the process of 
curing and smoking hams and sides make 
ham and bacon good, clean, healthful food.

REPLY. 

The curing and smoking of hams and sides makes 
the meat good for eating after it has been cooked, 
but not before.

J. F. writes: A girl of 7 has been troubled 
with running ears since birth. Before she was 
2 years old she had two tubercular glands in 
her throat removed. She has had her ears 
treated, but they do not get any better. The 


doctor at the school she attended sent her | 


home until she could bring a certificate show- 
ing that her trouble was purely ear and not 
tubercular, as he doubted that her ears were 
receiving attention on account of the dis- 
agreeable odor. The people who have her in 
charge then took her to a physician, who 
examined her and said her lungs were affect- 
ed. He recommended the tuberculin treat- 
ment, but after the first one she was so sick 
that her people thought it wag too strong for 
her. They do not approve of it, so they have 
not taken her back. She has night eweats, 
fever, and her eyes droop. She has lived upon 
eggs, milk, and emulsions since birth. Her 
mother died of consumption when the girl 
was 8 months old and her father from the 
same disease when she was 2 years old. 
Would you recommend the tuberculin treat- 
ment in this case? Would the climate of 
Colorado be of benefit to her?“ 


REPLY. 

This child should be taken back to the physician. 
If the dose Was too large, it may be decreased or 
it may be left off entirely. She should be placed 
in an institution. Theft, are institutions at Naper- 
ville, III., Winfield, III., Ottawa, III., and Howard 
and Kedzie avenues, Chicago. The Chicago pro- 
vision for tubercular children is very insufficient. 
Colorado climate is excellent. If the child is sent 
there, she should be placed in a sanitarium.

M. B. writes: Has the use of snuff any 

effect on one’s health or nervous system?” 
REPLY. 
The use of snuff is one of the mild vices of man- 
kind. ‘The habit is not a commendable one. Mod- 
erately used it is not positively injurious.

therefore highly injurious.

J. D. M. writes: What danger, if any, is 
there in occupying a house that was lived in 
about a year and a half ago by a family one 
member of which had tuberculosis? The 
house has been cleaned, papered, and painted 
in the meantime, but never fumigated.”

There is no danger in occupying a house where 
a consumptive lived a year and a half ago, after 


the house has been properly cleaned and reno. 


vated as you describe. The department of health 
keeps a record of all the houses where consump- 
tives reside and disinfects the same after death 
or removal of the patient. You may inquire and 
find out the status of the house in question. 

A thorough clean-up and airing of a house before 
moving in is always desirable.

NLESS Prince Philip Zu Eulendurg 
has the good sense to either jump his 
ball and seek refuge in the new world 
or to shuffle off this mortal coil by 
means of a self-inflicted coup de grace, 
the public, both at home and abroad, will be 
treated to a resumption of his trial at Berlin 
with all its inconceivably revolting details. 

It may be recalled that his trial was inter- 
rupted some three years ago,owing to the fact 
that the prince was believed to be dying and 
pronounced by physicians to be so danger- 
ously ill as to be incapable of appearing in 
court, answering any questions, or otherwise 
defending himself. It was not only expected 
but even hoped at the time that the medical 
pronouncements were well founded and that 
death would render unnecessary any further 
proceedings. But on being conveyed back to 
his country seat of Liebenberg, which is with- 
in motoring distance of Berlin, he recovered 
so rapidly as to convey the tmpression that 
there had been some artifice in connection 
with his alleged malady. 

During the last year he has been actively 
engaged in ,superintending extensive and 
‘costly works on his estates, to the area of 
which he has added considerably during the 
last two years, and on which several hundred 
‘Polish and Russian laborers are employed 
‘just at present in digging a lake, in improve- 
ments, and in building operations. 

The importation of this alien labor natur- 
ally gave offense in the district. Some of the 
people called the attention of the Berlin 
press and, consequently, also of the Berlin 
authorities, to the fact that the prince was 
quite well enough to go walking and driving 
daily about to superintend the work on his 


property. displaying just as much vigor and 


alertness as if he had never been ill. 
— 


Since this “publication, the gates of the 
prince’s great park at Liebenberg have been 
closed to the public, he bimself has once more 
taken to his bed, and is no longer seen about, 
while the entire place is isurrounded by a cor 
don of police, although there is a genera! im- 
pression that the government would be only 
too glad if he would escape aproad. 

It has now been officiflly proclaimed that 
his trial will be résumed either just before 
Christmas or at the beginning of the new 
year. The bail which he is being compelled 
to give amounts to 1,000,000 marks, and al- 
though his family complained at the time 
that it spelt ruin, his mode of life during the 
last three years at Liebenberg, his purchases 
of adjoining land. and the works which he 
has undertaken on his estate show that his 
resources are not even crippled. 

It is well to emphasize the fact that the 
crime for which the prince has been indicted 
and for which he is to be tried is that of 
perjury, an offense which in Germany is next 
to murder in importance and in severity of 
penalties, Teuton jurisprudence taking the 
ground that the entire system of justice rests 
upon the respect for the oath administered in 
law. * 

A peculiar feature of the affair is that the 
oaths In connection with which the prince has 
been indicted for perjury were more or less of 
a voluntary character. The nameless offenses 
laid at his door by Harden, at any rate the 
specific cases, haye long since been out- 
lawed by the statute of limitations. At the 
first Harden-Moltke trial, when aspersicns 
were cast upon the prince's character, he de- 
clined to appear as a witness and submit to 
cross examination, on the ground of m 
health. .

against him. His failure to do so led to his be- 


ing completely boycotted. This preyed on his 
mind to such an extent that, in the proceed- 
ings brought some time afterwards by the 
government against the disreputable journa!- 
iste Brandt, for libeling Prince von Buelow, 
Eulenburg insisted on being heard as a wit- 
ness in favor of the chancellor and, on the 
stand, demanded permission to make a per- 
sonal statement on oath, to the effect that 
he himself had never been guilty of the hor- 
rible offenses imputed to him by Harden. 
His declaration was so well received that, 
when, not long afterwards Lieut. Gen. Count 
Kuno Moltke brought his second suit for 
libel against Harden, resulting in the lat- 
ter's conviction, Eulenburg was encouraged 
again to appear in the witness box and again 
to deny on oath ever having been guilty of 
the crimes imputed to him, thus atoning for 
his failure to appear in the previous Harden- 
Moltke trial. 

It is on 22 of these two oaths, sub- 
sequently jadicially proved in other legal 
proceedings to have been completely false, 
that the prince was indicted for perjury. He 
had to choose between silence, with its social 
ostracism but immunity from punishment by 
law on the one hand, and, on the other, per- 
jury. 

_ 

Gold mining at Kildonan, on the Duke of 
Sutherland's estate in Scotland. has resulted 
in failure. That is to say, prospecting by an 
experienced Klondike miner of the name of 
William Heath, a former tenant of the Duke 
of Sutherland, has demonstrated that, while 
the precious metal is present, it is not there 
in sufficient Quantities to warrant tts being 
mined, or to pay for the cost of extracting 
it from the soil. , 

The result is that the dreams long enter- 
tained by many people in Scotland, of con- 
verting Kildonan and the valley of the 
Helmsdale into a second Klondike have end- 
ed, once and for all time. It will also dis- 
pose of the rumors that have existed for 
hundreds of years to the effect that a vert- 
table Kirg Solomon's mine lay hidden some- 
where among the desolate Scotch hills. 


It was a Helmsdale villager who, on his 


return from the Ballarat gold fields, started 
the working for gold at Kildonan, and the 
fact that he found a few nuggets brought a 
swarm of amateur miners’from all parts of 
the United Kingdom, greatly to the anger of 
the late Duke of Sutherland, who. finding 
that the presence of these strangers inter- 
fered with the sporting value of his property. 
ordered all work to cease and drove the 
amateur miners away. He excited much 
anger in the district for what was denounced 
as an act of tyranny. which was likened to 
the action of one of his immediate ancestors, 
in clearing out the ority of the peasants 
who lived m the Helmsdale valley with the 
object of converting it into a game and fish- 
ing preserve, and forcing them to emigrate 
to Canada, where they founded a town, to 
which they gave the name of Kildonan, on 
the Red river.

BATH TUB TRUST MUST QUIT; 
U. S. COURT FINDS AGAINST IT. 


Judges at Baltimore, Md., Decide Mo- 
nopoly in Manufacture Carried Far- 
ther than Patent Rights Warrant. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct, 13.—In the United 
States Circuit court here today Judge John 
C. Rose rendered a decision. in favor of the 
government in its dissolution suit against 
the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing com- 
pany and others, the so-called bath tub 
trust. Judge Pritchard concurred with 
Judge Rose, while Judge Goff dissented. 

The decision is most sweeping in its char- 
acter. Edwin P. Grosvenor, special assistant 
to the United States attorney, and, United 
States District Attorney John Phillip Hin 
of Baltimore, who conducted the case for the 
government, stated that today’s decision 
supports the government's contention on 
every point. 

While this decision is in a separate case 
from the criminal action against the alleged 
trust at Detroit, the proceedings concern 
the same subject matter and are against the 


same defendants. 

Aceording to the prevailing opinion the 
enamel ware put out by the concerns, ol 
though manufactured by means of the auto- 
matic dredger of Wayman, is absolutely un- 
patented, and any one may sell it as freely 
as a loaf of bread. 

“If agreements in this case are not viola- 
tions of the Sherman act.“ says the ruling. 
„Similar agreements among all bakers of 
brend, refiners of petroleum, grinders of 
snuff, etc. will be legal, providkg that some- 
where in the process of making*bread, refin- 
ing petroleum, or grinding the snuff a pac- 
ented tool has been used.“ 

Further on the opinion recites: 

„A patentee is as much subject to the laws 
of the land as is any other man. From one 
special application of one class of laws he 18 
exempt. At common law and by statute 
rronopolies are uniawful. At common law 
and by statute aman who invented a new and 
useful thing might be given a right which 
would enable him for a limited time effectu- 
ally to monopolize it. 

“All men know that congress never in- 
tended when it passed the Sherman act to 
change the patent law. It did not do so 
The patentee may in spite of that law 
monopolize for the term of his patent the 
thing covered by his patent. Neither at 
common law, nor in this country by statute, 
has he ever had a right to monopolize any- 
thing else.

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ADS THREATEN 
TO RAISE RATES 


Western Lines Announce Ad- 
vance if Commerce Court 
Denies Appeal. 


— . 


DECLARE TARIFFS READY 


Plan Counter Move if Order for 
Lower ‘* Intermountain” 
Charges Is Sustained. 


A general acwance in freight rates from 
practically all shipping points in the eastern 
half of the United States to the Pacific coast 
is contemplated by the western tranaconti- 
nental railroads. 

Shippere that will be affected by the pro- 
posed rates have been advised of the plan 
and already have taken steps to have the 
interstate commerce commission make an 
investigation and pass upon their reasona- 
bleness both as to amount and as to their 
relation to other rates before they are made 
effective. 

Tariffs—increasing the commodéity rate 
schedules from the territory between the 
Missouri river and New England to the coast 
terminals by an average of 20 per cent have 
been prepared by the carriers for filing with 
the commission at Washington in case the 
roade are denied the injunction recently ap- 
plied for in the Commerce court to restrain 
the commission from enforcing ite reduc- 
tione to intermediate western points in the 
tntermountain rate cases. 


Class Rate Advance Announced. 

The class rates from eastern territory to 
the coast, which apply only on all articles 
not given a specifig commodity rate were 
advanced ‘in tariffs filed with the commission 
by the western lines about two weeks ago, 
to take effect Nov. 1. The commission has 
already been asked to suspend these rates 
by the Chicago Association of Commeroe 
until the entire scheme of the roads can 
be adjudicated. In addition to the advance 
in the carload commodity rates the plan 
of the roads is said to contemplate the 
withdrawal of the less than carload commod- 
ity rates, about 8,000 m number, thereby 
leaving in effect the higher class rates for 
less than carload shipment. 

The advanced rates to the Pacific coast 
will be what the roads call blanket rates, 
which means that the rates will be the same 
from all points east of the Mossouri river 
as at present, although in the class rates 
the roads have substituted a system of 
*‘ graded rates based on distance, 


Commerce Court to Hear Case. 

A hearing on the application for an injunc- 
tion against these decisions has been set by 
the Commerce court for next Tuesday. In 

the injunction is granted the present 
rates will remain in effect. 

The entire scheme is the outgrowth of the 
changes in the long and short haul section of 
the interstate commerce law as amended 
in 1910, but with an effect just the opposite 
of that intended by the framers of the law. 
The law prohibits making higher rates for 
a shorter distance than for a longer distance 
except with the approval of the interstate 
commerce commission. The commission in 
its intermountain decisions allowed the roads 
to charge higher rates for the shorter hauls 
but the intermediate rates dependent upon 
the coast rates. Instead of reducing the 
short haul rates the roads propose to remove 
the alleged discrimination hy raising the 
lower coast rates. 


Roads and Shippers Disagree. 
In advancing the rates to the Pacific coast 
the Yailroad officials assert that they will be 
practically’ abandoning their water com- 
petitive business, as the boat lines are able 
to make much lower rates, although the 
roads will sill retatn their traffic in such 
commodities as cannot move by water or re- 
‘quire a more expeditious movement. 

Shippers assert that they will be perpetrat- 
ing the old scheme of giving the terminal 
eities,both east and west, the advantage over 


will have the water routes and because of the 
withdrawal of the less than carload com- 
modity rates. They also assert the plan will 
offset the benefits conferred on the shippers 
by the commisgion’s reduction in the other 
case. 

In applying the commodity rates the pres- 
ent blanket rates from all parts of the east 
to the coast will be advanced 20 per cent. In 
the class rates the advance on first class 
traffic is from a blanket rate of $3 per hun- 
dred pounds to $3.70 from the eastern sea- 
board. $3.40 from Chicago, and $3.30 from 
St. Louis. 

The greatest opposition to the advances, if 
they are put into effect, is expected to come 
from the Pacific coast, although all other 
iarge shipping centers will be more or less 
affected. 


Changes on Grand Trunk. 

A reorganization of the freight traffic de- 
partment of the Grand Trunk railway, af- 
fecting several officials in the Chicago of- 
fices of the road, was announced yester- 
day by Vice President J. E. Dalrymple. The 
changes are brought about by Mr. Dal- 
rymple’s recent promotion from freight traf- 
fic manager to vice president in charge of 
traffic. 

Charles A. Hayes, now general freight 
agent of the system, on Oct. 16 becomes 
freight traffic manager, with offices at Mon- 
treal. Robert. L. Burnap, at present as- 
sistant general freight agent at Chicago, is to 
be appointed assistant freight traffic man- 
ager, at Chicago. Henry C. Martin, second as- 
sistant general freight agent at Chicago, goes 
to Montreal as general freight agent. A 
circular issued by Genera! Freight Agent 
Hayes appoints A. F. Read to the position of 
foreign. freight agent. with office at Mon- 
treal, and S. L. Strauss, now chief clerk 
in the tariff department at Chicago, to the | 
office of chief of the tariff bureau.
